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VENEZUELA SATISFIED. 


A year ago the Venezuelan boundary 


question created almost as much ex- 
citement iu the United States as the 
Cuban question does now. It was al- 
leged that Great Britain was encroach- 
ing upon the territory of the South 
American republic and would compel 
it to accede to ita terms. Uncle Sam 
interposed with tho Monroe docliine 
and Europe was furious. The English 
papers cooled down and a commission 
was appointed by our Government to 
inquire into the merits of the case and 
report. After a fall investigation the 
commission reported, and the British 
Government conceded to Venezuela all 
that the United States asked in its be- 
half and acknowledged the supremacy 
-of the United States on .the American 
continent. 


Now official information has bsen re- 


ceived at Washington that the arbitra- 
tion treaty is not only acceptable to 
President Orespa and his constitu- 
tional advisors, but that it will be 
equally acceptable to the Venezuelan 
Congress when it convenes in Februaiy 
next. Public opinion is in ita favor 
and the objection that Venezuela \vill 
have no voice in selecting the umpires 
to represent the republic is met by the 
argument that Venezuela originally 
asked the United States to use its good 
offices with England to secure a treaty 
whereby the disputed territory might 
be submitted to arbitration. 
The 


United States did this and the protocol 
agreed upon by Secretary Olriey and 
Lord Salisbury gives the United States 
the right to name the umpires for 
Vanezuela. 


This is beUer than war between 


Great Britain and Venezuela which 
would, beyond doubt, result disas- 
trously to the latter, if the United 
States did not interfere, and if a simi- 
lar arrangement could be made for the 
settlement of tho Cuban question all 
would be well as the United States 
would" see to it that the rights of the 
Cubans would bo respected. The fact 
that the Monroe doctrico iaiecogined 
by Great Britain in the settlement of 
ths Venezuelan question places the 
United States in a position to demand 
lair_play for all the little lepablics on 
this continent, especially as we are able 
to enforce our demands. Uncle Sam 
is big chief on the west side of the At- 
lantic and he will ask for nothing but 
what ia right and submit to nothing 
that is wrong. 


PABTITJOSING COUNTIES. 


Some of the residents of Nye county 


tell the Pieche Record that they are in 
favor of dividing the county and going 
out of business. If divided, its terri- 
tory will be apportioned to Lincoln, 
White Pine, Eureka and Esmeralda. 
Lincoln, however, has too much terri- 
tory already, and a debt which equals 
the assessed valuation of its property, 
and some of its citizens favor a divis- 
ion of the county rather than an in- 
crease of its territory. 


It is greatly to be hoped that the 


Legislature at the ensuing session will 
not engage in the business of polandiz- 
ing counties as it did two years ago. 
It is not only unprofitable, but expen- 
sive. The taxpayers cannot afford to 
have the Legislature spend a week 01 
two of its time discussing bills to di- 
vide counties against the consent of the 
people of the county. If Nye or any 
other county desires to relinquish its 
right to a county government let the 
residents and property-holders of the 
county petition the Legislature to that 
effect, and a bill can be passed in a 
very short time to gratify their de- 
sires. Why should the representatives 
from Washoa or Ormsby, or any other 
disinterested county, in the Legislature 
assume to divide or change the bound- 
aries of Nye or of Lincoln unless the 
people of 
those counties 
request 


them 
to 
do 
so? As well might 


Congress 
assume 
to 
dismem- 


ber 
Nevada 
or 
any 
other State 


without the consent of the people of 
the State. Then Nevada has great pos- 
sibilities. Four years ago Lincoln was 
in a worse condition than Nye is to-day. 
The Delamar and other mines within 
its boundaries have brought it to the 
front, and at the recent election it 
polled more votes than Ormsby county, 
and aearly doubled its vote of 1892. 


It. is very good policy for the Legisla- 
ture to let county boundaries and 
county division alone, unless a major- 
ity of the taxpayers of a county desue 
it otherwise. 


1897. 


Another year has drawn to a close 


and 1897, young, vigorous and full of 
hope, enters the arena. The year 1896, 
which expired at midnight, though one 
ot peace and abundant harvests in the 
United States, was not one of the most 
prosperous in the history of the coun- 
try. Its business failures equaled, if 
they did not exceed, those of 1893, 
known as the year of panic. The de- 
pression is general throughout the 
country, though it is more apparent in 
the agricultural and mining States 
than in tho manufacturing centers. 
This depression is attributed by one 
party to the reduction of tariff rates 
and by another party to the contrac- 
tion of the currency caused by the 
adoption of the single gold standard. 
Aa the tariff party is in the ascendancy 
it is greatly to be hoped that its sur- 
mises as to the cause of the'depression 
are correct and that it will bring the 
dnll times to an end as soon as possible 
by changing the tariff laws. Assuming 
acd withal hoping they are right let us t 
eater upon the new year with renewed 
courage and do our part to make it one 
of the happiest for every human being 
in this great and glorious land of ours; 
a land that is broad enough and that 
has resources enough to sustain in 
comfort twenty times its present popu- 
lation.

Wore Trousers Before Bloomers 


Were Heard Of. 


Long before tlio days ,of bloomers 


women 011 the higher level of the Alps 
wore tronsers, and no one thought auy- 
thiug nbont it. The A Ipiue women wear' 
the bifurcated garment for utility and 
noi; for boanty," na one may judge if he 
or she has seen one of these girls." Come- 
liness arid tbo Alpine herdswomen are 
far apart, bnt the style of the garments 
they v.'ear and the hard life that is theirs 
nro at the root of the trouble. 


Theso women havo little of the grace 


nnd agility seen in the maidens of ;Nor- 
svay. They will leap across chasms with 
nonchalance, bnt there is nothing wild 
nnd free abont their movements, While 
Eho is talking to you thti Alpine herds- 
irnmnn is quite apt to thrust out an un- 
gainly leg, plant a heavy, boot on the 
neck of a gout and stand thus while she 
converses. 


With the exception of the blacks who 


endure a life of hunger in i'he interior 
of Africa there is hardly any ono in the 
world who fares so badly aa tho herds 
men and women of Switzerland. 
They 


cannot afforfc to eat tho berries they find 
ou tho inonntaiu side, and they cannot 
afford to driak tho milk supplied by 
their flocks. Their fare is. meat that has 


savory ieiUbei', ryo 'bread that" is ]i&o 
blae'k'ened cinders and cabbage stalks in 
pickle, that contain abont as rnnob nutri- 
ment as a walking stick. Hungry-^ the 
herdswoman may be on her return liome,- 
sh'e ranr-t eat - but sparingly, of these 
dainties, for fear they should coroo to an 
end. befo're another trip ii.ihe valley can 
be made. ' 


Theso women breakfast -at^S iu the 


morning and then answer 'thi response 
of tho cattlo lowing at the iSb'or of tho 
chalet, begging to be attended to and 
driven up to some favorite Alp. " They 
eat again some 12 or 14 hours later, 
wheri,.'.tfie weary tramp bank to t!;o 
chalet is about to begin. Between times, 
with'-'siokles, they reap the long, coarse 
j&lpine grasses, which are to serve ' as 
food for tho oattlo during the winter. 


This grass is bound into bnudles as 


large as tho women lhemsp,h'03 and car- 
ried on their backs down to tho homo- 
stefjds, 
The winter firewood is brought 


d&ame way. Tho chalet, tho home of 


one . of theso> women, is the most pictur- 
esque' .of any peasant's dwelling place, 
but' inside it is not desirable. It is usu- 
ally. perched ou tlio crags of the Ober- 
1 and;' nnd is dark, for the windows nro 
constructed not so much to admit >ight 
as'lo" keep out tho heavy BIIOWS of tho 
winter. In one corner is a low, broad 
platform with sacks of hay and a eoo- 
ple"6f blankots upon it. Tho less luxuri- 
ous dispense with tbe blankois nnd the 
herdswomau usr.ully goes to rest in tho 
same atfciro she wore during tbo day. In 
the 'r.utunm, when the cuttle ;!re driven 
down for tho last time, a tlauco is given 
by tho herdsmen and the wonjc-a, iiucl on 
these occasions the girls esoh^ugo. tlieir 
trousers for the usual skirt: —
